This  24th  edition  of  the 

American  Foundation  for  the 
Blind  (AFB)'s  Directory  of  Services 
for  Blind  and  Visually  Impaired 
Persons  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  contains  almost  1,000  more 
listings  than  the  23rd  edition, 
which  was  published  in  1988. 
While  numbers  are  a  convenient 
way  to  indicate  growth  in  services, 
they  are  not  as  important  as  the 
reasons  for  adding  new  program 
categories,  expanding  existing 
ones,  and  making  this  Directory  a 
broad-based  and  easy-to-use 
desktop  reference.  The  greatly 
increased  scope  of  the  Directory 
reflects  expansion  of  programs  and 
the  need  organizations  and 
individuals  within  and  outside  the 
blindness  field  have  for  direct 
access  to  information  about 
programs,  services,  and  products. 

New  sections  in  this  Directory 
include  Canadian  services, 
manufacturers  and  distributors  of 
consumer  products,  aging 
services,  statewide  early 
childhood  coordination  and 
educational  outreach  programs, 
phone-in  newspapers, 
audiodescription  services,  and 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
implementation  agencies.  Sections 
expanded  since  the  last  edition 
include  producers  of  braille  and 
other  alternate  reading  media, 
computer  training,  workshops.

HOW  TO  USE  THIS  DIRECTORY 
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The  American  Foundation  for 
the  Blind  (AFB)'s  Directory  of 
Services  for  Blind  and  Visually 
Impaired  Persons  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  is  a  compilation  of 
schools,  agencies,  organizations, 
and  programs  in  the  governmental 
and  private,  nonprofit  sectors  that 
provide  a  wide  variety  of  direct 
and  indirect  services  and 
information  of  benefit  to  blind  and 
visually  impaired  children  and 
adults,  their  families,  and 
professionals  who  work  with  them. 
A  listing  in  the  Directory,  which  is 
based  on  information  supplied  by 
the  listee,  does  not  imply 
endorsement  or  evaluation  by  AFB. 

Evaluative  information  about  an 
organization  may  be  obtained  by 
consulting  local  and  state  medical 
societies;  health  and  welfare 
councils;  Better  Business  Bureaus; 
the  National  Charities  Information 
Bureau;  university,  school,  medical, 
and  rehabilitation  accrediting 
bodies;  or  the  National 
Accreditation  Council  for  Agencies 
Serving  the  Blind  and  Visually 
Handicapped  (NAC).  A  list  of 
agencies  and  schools  accredited  by 
NAC  at  the  time  the  Directory  went 
to  press  appears  at  the  end  of  this 
section.  When  none  of  the  above 
sources  can  supply  the  information 
needed,  contact  the  AFB  regional 


center  for  your  area  (see  the  AFB 
listing  in  the  U.S.  National 
Organizations  section  in  this  book). 

Sections 
of  the  Directory 

The  Directory  has  separate  sections 
for  U.S.  and  Canadian  services. 
Agencies  and  organizations  have 
been  listed  according  to  whether 
they  provide  services  to  a  local 
area,  state,  or  province  or  on  a 
national  basis.  The  Directory  has  the 
following  main  sections: 

1.  "A  Quick  Guide  to  Major  Federal 
Programs,"  an  overview  of  U.S. 
and  Canadian  legislative 
initiatives. 

2.  A  comprehensive  subject  index 
that  divides  all  entries  into 
subject  categories  and  lists  them 
alphabetically  within  categories. 
One  section  of  this  index  lists 
entries  for  the  United  States; 
another  section  lists  entries  for 
Canada. 

3.  Geographical  listings  arranged 
state  by  state  (including  U.S. 
territories)  for  the  United  States 
in  one  section,  and  province  by 
province  (including  territories) 
for  Canada  in  a  separate  section. 
Agencies  in  these  listings 
generally  provide  services  within 
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their  local  area  or  state.  In 
addition,  state  and  provincial 
listings  in  this  Directory  contain 
cross-references  to  federal 
agencies  and  national 
organizations  and  the  addresses 
and  telephone  numbers  of  local, 
state,  and  regional  offices  of 
national  organizations. 

4.  Federal  agency  listings  and 
listings  of  agencies  and 
organizations  that  provide 
services  and  information 
nationally.  Federal  agencies, 
national  organizations,  and 
national  consumer  and 
professional  membership 
organizations  appear  in  one 
section  for  the  United  States  and 
in  a  separate  section  for  Canada. 

5.  Suppliers  of  braille,  tape,  large- 
print,  and  disk  formats  and 
manufacturers  and  distributors 
of  adapted  products  and  devices 
for  people  who  are  blind  or 
visually  impaired  that  provide 
services  on  a  national  basis. 
Listings  for  these  organizations 
and  companies  appear  in  one 
section  for  the  United  States  and 
in  a  separate  section  for  Canada. 

6.  An  alphabetical  organization 
index  containing  all  entries  and 
separating  them  by  alphabetical

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letter.  One  section  of  this  index 
lists  entries  for  the  United  States; 
another  section  lists  entries  for 
Canada. 

This  Directory  has  been  designed 
to  help  you  find  the  information 
you  need  quickly  and  easily. 
Because  of  this  intent,  the  Directory 
contains  two  separate  indexes  and 
a  number  of  sections  broken  down 
into  easy-to-locate  categories. 
Therefore,  there  are  three  ways  to 
locate  an  organization  or  service: 

1.  By  alphabetical  order.  Consult 
the  Organization  Index  at  the 
back  of  the  book.  This  index 
contains  all  entries  listed 
alphabetically. 

2.  By  service  category.  Consult  the 
Subject  Index  at  the  front  of  the 
book.  This  index  contains  all 
entries  divided  into  categories  of 
services. 

3.  By  geographical  location. 
Consult  the  State  or  Provincial 
Listings  for  local,  state,  and 
regional  services,  or  the  sections 
listing  national  organizations  for 
services  delivered  on  a  national 
basis.  (However,  when  trying  to 
locate  services,  keep  in  mind  that 
some  local  agencies  and 
organizations — for  example, 
producers  of  braille  and  other 
media — may  provide  services 
beyond  their  local  area.) 

State  and  Provincial  Listings 

State  and  Provincial  Listings  are 
divided  as  follows  (unless 
otherwise  noted,  all  listings  are  in 
alphabetical  order): 

Educational  Services:  state  or 
provincial  services;  programs  for 
early  intervention  coordination; 
schools;  infant  and  preschool 
programs;  statewide  outreach 
services;  instructional  materials 
centers;  and  university  training 
programs. 

Information  Services:  libraries; 
talking  book  machine 


distributors;  media  production 
services;  radio  reading  or 
information  services;  phone-in 
newspapers;  and  sources  of 
information  and  referrals.  Cross- 
references  to  national  listings 
(that  is,  to  agencies, 
organizations,  or  companies  that 
are  geographically  located  in  a 
given  state  or  province  but  that 
provide  national  services) 
appear  at  the  end  of  Information 
Services.  Many  local,  state,  and 
regional  offices  of  national 
organizations  appear 
alphabetically  in  State  or 
Provincial  Listings  under 
Information  and  Referral. 

Rehabilitation  Services:  state  or 
provincial  services  (including 
cities,  addresses,  and  telephone 
numbers  of  the  local  offices  of 
state  or  provincial  agencies); 
local  private  rehabilitation 
agencies;  computer  training 
centers;  and  dog  guide  schools. 

Low  Vision  Services:  state  or 
provincial  ophthalmological  and 
optometric  societies  (appearing 
in  that  order);  low  vision  clinics 
and  centers. 

Aging  Services:  For  the  United 
States,  state  units  on  aging; 
independent  living  programs 
funded  by  Title  VII,  Part  C  of  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973.

Readers  should  also  keep 
in  mind  that  many  organizations 
such  as  state  ophthalmological 
societies  and  membership 
organizations  change  their 
addresses  and  phone  numbers 
annually,  as  their  presidents  or 
heads  change.  In  such  cases, 
attempt  to  find  the  service  through 
forwarding  at  the  previous  listing, 
contact  the  national  organization,  if 
any,  affiliated  with  the  local  branch, 
or  check  with  local  directory 
assistance.

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Both  the  United  States  and 
Canada  have  undertaken 
important  federal  initiatives  in 
regard  to  persons  who  are  blind  or 
visually  impaired  or  who  have 
other  disabilities.  On  July  26, 1990, 
the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
(ADA),  a  landmark  piece  of 
legislation,  was  signed  into  law  in 
the  United  States.  On  September  6, 
1991,  Prime  Minister  Brian 
Mulroney  announced  the  National 
Strategy  for  the  Integration  of 
Persons  with  Disabilities,  a  major 
five-year  effort  involving  all  levels 
of  government  and  business,  labor, 
community,  and  other  private 
groups  in  bringing  persons  with 
disabilities  into  the  mainstream  of 
Canadian  society. 

Key  U.S.  Legislation 

The  basic  principles  of  disability 
policy  in  the  United  States  are 
contained  in  the  ADA  (PL.  101- 
336),  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973 
as  amended  in  1992  by  PL.  102-569, 
and  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act  (IDEA) 
(PL.  94-142,  as  amended).  Policies 
and  programs  authorized  by  these 
laws  do  not  provide  a  seamless 
transition  through  education, 
employment,  health  care,  and  civil 
rights  for  people  with  disabilities. 
However,  each  one  of  these  laws 


does  provide  important  basic  rights 
in  each  of  those  areas,  and,  when 
viewed  in  combination  with  the 
Social  Security  Act's  disability 
insurance  program,  the 
Supplemental  Security  Income 
program,  and  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  programs,  the  laws 
provide  the  basis  for  integration  of 
people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired  into  the  mainstream  of  this 
country's  social,  political,  and 
economic  life. 

The  ADA  is  the  most  far-reaching 
civil  rights  legislation  ever  enacted  in 
the  history  of  disability  policy  in  the 
United  States.  Prior  to  its  enactment, 
federal  nondiscrimination  policy 
regarding  persons  with  disabilities 
related  only  to  programs  involving 
receipt  of  federal  funds  or 
employment  by  federal  agencies.  The 
ADA  extends  those  policies  to  almost 
every  segment  of  society. 
Discrimination  against  people  with 
disabilities  is  prohibited  in 
employment,  state  and  local 
government  services,  transportation, 
public  accommodations,  and 
telecommunications  arrangements. 

To  achieve  this  goal,  the  ADA  sets 
forth  the  following  as  its  basic 
purposes: 

•  To  provide  a  clear  and 

comprehensive  national  mandate 
for  the  elimination  of

discrimination  against  people 
with  disabilities. 

•  To  ensure  that  the  federal 
government  plays  a  central  role 
in  enforcing  the  standards 
established  in  the  act  on  behalf  of 
individuals  with  disabilities. 

•  To  invoke  the  sweep  of 
congressional  authority, 
including  the  power  to  enforce 
the  Fourteenth  Amendment  and 
to  regulate  commerce,  in  order  to 
address  the  major  areas  of 
discrimination  faced  day  to  day 
by  people  with  disabilities. 

What  does  all  this  mean  to 
people  who  are  blind  or  visually 
impaired?  It  can  mean  that  they 
have  the  same  fair  chance  for 
consideration  for  employment  that 
anyone  else  has,  provided  that  they 
can  perform  the  essential  functions 
of  the  job,  with  or  without  a 
reasonable  accommodation,  and 
the  employer  is  among  those 
covered  by  the  act.  It  also  means 
that  they  should  have  the  same  fair 
chance  to  be  considered  for 
promotion  and  training  by  the 
employer  once  they  are  employed. 
It  means  that  state  and  local 
government  agencies  cannot 
exclude  them  from  participating  in 
government  services,  programs,  or 
other  activities.  And  it  means  that 
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the  operator  of  a  public  transit 
system  has  the  obligation  to 
provide  schedules  and  information 
in  an  accessible  format  for  them.  In 
a  place  of  public  accommodation 
like  a  motel,  restaurant,  bar,  movie 
theater,  or  doctor's  office,  policies 
must  provide  for  a  means  of 
effective  communication  with  the 
customer  or  recipient  of  services 
who  is  disabled. 

The  ADA  provides  a  much  more 
comprehensive  list  of 
circumstances  and  areas  covered 
than  those  mentioned  in  this  brief 
overview.  It  also  outlines  certain 
allowances  for  employers  and 
places  of  public  accommodation, 
such  as  circumstances  under  which 
an  employer  would  not  be  required 
to  make  a  reasonable 
accommodation  or  a  public 
accommodation  would  not  have  to 
alter  the  nature  of  the  goods  and 
services  it  provides  to  comply  with 
the  law.  This  Directory  lists  the 
governmental  units  that  are 
responsible  for  regulating  and 
enforcing  the  ADA  (see  U.S. 

Federal  Agencies  listings)  and 
provides  later  in  this  section  a  list 
of  sources  where  more  complete 
explanations  of  each  title  of  the 
ADA  may  be  obtained  in  an 
accessible  format. 

The  authority  for  training  and 
finding  employment  for  people 
with  mental  and  physical 
disabilities  is  provided  by  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973,  as 
amended  by  P.L.  102-569,  through  a 
federal-state  partnership  and  a 
series  of  research,  training,  and 
demonstration  projects.  Services 
authorized  by  the  act  for  people 
who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired 
are  provided  in  many  states 
through  a  separate  state  vocational 
rehabilitation  agency  for  blind 
persons.  The  1992  amendments  to 
the  act  provide  that,  in  these  states, 
there  may  also  be  a  separate 
rehabilitation  advisory  council  for 
the  state  agency  for  blind  persons. 


In  addition,  the  act  provides  the 
authority  for  separate  independent 
living  services  for  elderly  blind 
people.  The  1992  amendments  also 
require  that  all  programs,  projects, 
and  activities  receiving  assistance 
under  the  act  shall  be  carried  out  in 
a  manner  consistent  with  the 
principle  of  equal  access,  including 
the  use  of  accessible  formats.  Client 
services  under  the  act  are  driven  by 
the  Individualized  Written 
Rehabilitation  Program  (IWRP) 
that  is  to  be  created  for  each 
individual.  This  is  a  key  element 
for  people  who  are  blind.  Once  a 
determination  of  eligibility  is  made, 
this  document  is  negotiated  by  the 
client  and  the  rehabilitation 
counselor.  Moreover,  the  act 
indicates  that  the  IWRP  is  to  be 
provided  in  the  client's  customary 
mode  of  communication.  The  act 
also  provides  authority  for  a 
Rehabilitation  Research  and 
Training  Center  for  the  Blind  and 
for  long-term  projects  to  train 
professionals  like  orientation  and 
mobility  instructors  and 
rehabilitation  teachers  for  blind 
individuals. 

IDEA,  a  central  piece  of 
legislation  relating  to  the  education 
of  persons  with  disabilities,  has  the 
following  as  its  stated  goals: 

•  To  ensure  that  all  children  with 
disabilities  have  available  to 
them  a  free  appropriate  public 
education  that  emphasizes 
special  education  and  related 
services  designed  to  meet  their 
unique  needs. 

•  To  ensure  that  the  rights  of 
children  with  disabilities  and 
their  parents  and  guardians  are 
protected. 

•  To  assist  states  and  localities  to 
provide  for  the  education  of  all 
children  with  disabilities. 

•  To  assess  and  ensure  the 
effectiveness  of  efforts  to  educate 
children  with  disabilities. 


The  major  components  of  IDEA 
are  basic  state  grants  that  provide 
formula  grants  to  cover  part  of  the 
cost  of  providing  special 
education  and  related  services  to 
children  with  disabilities; 
preschool  state  grants  that  are 
separate  allotments  to  states  to 
encourage  services  to  preschool 
children  with  disabilities;  and 
early  intervention  state  grants  to 
provide  services  for  infants  and 
toddlers  and  their  families.  The 
early  intervention  grants, 
authorized  by  P.L.  99-457,  require 
vision  service  components  as  a 
part  of  the  state  plan  and  call  for 
services  to  be  provided  by 
qualified  personnel,  including 
orientation  and  mobility 
specialists.  Part  C,  Section  622  of 
IDEA,  Centers  and  Services  for 
Deaf  Blind  Children,  provides 
assistance  to  state  and  local 
agencies  to  provide  appropriate 
services  to  children  who  are  deaf- 
blind.  Services  and  education 
programs  for  children  who  are 
blind  or  visually  impaired  are  also 
authorized  by  the  state-operated 
programs  section  (P.L.  89-313)  of 
the  Education  Consolidation  and 
Improvement  Act,  which  provides 
financial  assistance  to  state 
agencies  for  programs  to  meet  the 
special  education  needs  of 
children  with  disabilities  in  state- 
operated  or  state-supported 
schools.

Vending  Facility  Program  for

The  Vending  Facility  Program 
authorized  by  the  Randolph-

Canada:  An  Overview 

On  September  6,1991,  the  National 
Strategy  for  the  Integration  of 
Persons  with  Disabilities  was 
announced.  The  stated  goals  of  this 
five-year  national  initiative  were 
equal  access,  economic  integration, 
and  effective  participation 
intended  to  bring  persons  with 
disabilities  into  the  social  and 
economic  mainstream  of  Canadian 
life.  The  strategy  involves  ten 
federal  departments  and  agencies 
in  working  together  on  a  wide 
range  of  activities  with  disabled 
persons,  other  levels  of 
government,  and  the  private  and 
nongovernmental  sectors  to 
resolve  such  issues  as  access  to 
employment,  training,  housing, 
communications,  transportation, 
public  sensitivity,  and  community 
integration. 

Other  key  initiatives  in  Canada 
were  the  enactment  of  the 
Canadian  Human  Rights  Act, 
which  prohibits  discrimination,  the 
inclusion  of  persons  with  a 
physical  or  mental  disability  in  the 
wording  of  the  Canadian  Charter 


of  Rights  and  Freedoms  in  1982  to 
afford  such  persons  the  equal 
protection  and  benefit  of  the  law, 
and  the  passage  into  law  in  1992  of 
the  Omnibus  Bill  to  guarantee  a 
large  number  of  specific  rights.  Key 
legislation  also  includes  the 
Employment  Equity  Act,  passed  in 
1986,  which  obliged  federally 
regulated  employers  and  identified 
corporations  to  report  on  efforts  to 
hire  and  promote  disabled  persons; 
the  Canada  Assistance  Plan  of 
1966,  which  encouraged  the 
improvement  of  provincial  and 
municipal  social  assistance 
payments  and  aimed  at 
encouraging  the  extension  of 
welfare  services  by  the  provinces; 
the  Federal-Provincial  Fiscal 
Arrangements  and  Established
